, Port Worth, Tex., April 4.—To a party 
of small boys and a cigarette thrown 


_jelgarette is generally credited the fire 


of yesterday which destroyed property 
in South Fort Worth valued at 
$2,000,000, caused the death of one per- 
fon, J. J. Newton, a bank employee; the 
serious injury of six others, rendered 
300 families homeless, and will cause 
‘the temporary idieness of several hun- 
dred workmen employed in the manu- 
facturing piants and business houses 
burned. 

All of today and tonight the burned 
district is under the guard of state 
troops to prevent looting and, although 
worn out by their continuous labors, the 
éntire fire-fighting force of the city are 
still engaged in extinguishing, finally, 
the ®urning embers which, with the 
wind still high, spasmodically spring 
into a blaze. This morning a mass 
meeting of citizens was held and relief 
committees named. However, because 
of the fact that the burned residence 
district was populated largely by those 
in comfortable circumstances, the mon- 
etary relief needed will be small. 

Originated in Barn. 

’ The fire originated in a barn near the 
corner of Petersmith street and Jennings 
avenue. Driven by a gale blowing from 
the southwest, the flames quickly 
spread to adjoining buildings, quick to 
ignite because of the extreme dryness 
of the wood following a protracted 
drought, and within a few moments 
the conflagration was beyond all con- 
trol. Spectacular in the extreme, the 
flames would leap from building to 
building, across broad avenues and at 
times, for a block at a time, the rapidity 
‘of the fire's progress rendering impos- 
sible the removal of nousehold effects 
and, in some instances, even trinkets 
and jewels had to be abandoned. 

After eating its way through the resi- 
dence district after reducing to ashes 
three hundred pretentious dwellings, 
three church ‘buildings, the Broadway 
Presbyterian and Baptist churches and 
the Swedish chapel, and the Walker san- 
itarium, the flames, spreading to the 
south, attacked the manufacturing plant 
of the Gawyer Electrical Company. This 
pufiding was quickly-destroyed and five 
large warehouses and several smaller 

‘business houses suffered a like fate. 
Ratiroad Yards Swept. 

The yards of the Texas and Pacific 
ralroad were next in the pathway of 
the fire. The round house, repair shops, 
coal chutes and several hundred box 
chrs were destroyed and twenty locomo- 
tives were reduced to wisted masses of 
steel‘and iron. To the south of the yards 
is an open space, known as the ‘“‘res- 
ervation,” which prevented a further 
spread southward. 

_ 9 the east, the stone and steel depot 
building proved a barrier to an @-* 
croachment toward the wholesale ¢ &- 
trict and although several times fiy- 
ing sparks would ignite a roof or floor- 
ing in this section, as quickly, would 
one of a hastily formed band of volun- 
‘teer firemen be on hand to check it in 
its incipiency. Thus, after burning for 
four hours, the fire was finally brought 


under control. 
The burned area is approximately a 


mile and aihalf in length and a half 
mile wide, and, while it will require 
days to accurately compute the indi- 
vidual losses, a careful estimate places 
the aggregate about the $2,000,000 mark. 
The largest individual loss was suffered 
by the Texas and Pacific railroad, offi- 
cials of the road placing the damage at 
$160,000. 
Dallas Sent Aid: 

Shortty after the fire began assistance 
was asked of Dallas, and a special train 
brought apparatus and detachments 
from the fire department of that city. 
but even thus reinforced, the fire had 
gained such, headway that the efforts 
of the firemen were without result until 
practicaNy nothing remained on which 
the flames might feed. Temyporary 
abodes were found for those rendered 
homeless wherever available.

AULE T0 CLOSE 
TARIFF DEBATE 


Will Probably BeAdopted 
by House Today. 


It Is Likely That Final Vote 
Will Be Taken on the Payne 
Measure. Some Time During 
the Week—Much Interest in 
the Proceeding. 


Washington, April 4.—The climax in 
the house’s consideration of the Payne 
bill, in all probability, will be reached 
soon after the house convenes tomor- 
row, when the committee on ruvies is 
expected to bring in an order fixing the 
time for taking the final vote on the 
bill and providing regulations. for the 
introduction and discussion of amend- 
ments. This rule, when adopted, will 
automatically put an end to the general 
debate which has been in progress for 
the jast fortnight. 

In view of the probability of the early 
adaption of this order, both sides are 
making preparation for the considera- 
tion of the bill in its final stages. There 
is still a variety of opinions as to the 
time that will be given for the presenta- 
tion and consideration of amendments 
and the exact date probably will not 
be known until the order is reported to 
the house. The time will ‘be fixed by 
the committee on rules, but that com- 
mittee will be guided entirely by the 
wiehes of the committee on ways and 
means, and its members are very close- 
mouthed on that point. 

Some are advocating final action im- 
mediately upon the presentation of the 
order, but the prevailing opinion is that 
the ways and means committee will 
feel called upon to. permit an opportu- 
nity to discuss some at least of the 
larger number of changes which it will 
Sugwest, and it ie even contended that 
the vote will be postponed untW Friday 
or Saturday. However, some of those 
who claim to be closest to the leaders 
contend that Wednesday has been defi- 
nitely decided upon as the day for the 
vote. «No one doubts that the fate of 
the bill in the house wll be known 
before the end of the week, and there 
is just as little doubt that in*® some 
Shape it will be passed. Under the 
rules of the house the order covering 
amendments and fixing the time for a 
vete will be subject to discussion for 
forty minutes only. 

Much interest will be centered in this 
proceeding, as it is known that many 
republicans will cast their votes with 
some hesitancy. There are very few 
members who would not change some 
of ite features, if they, as individuals, 
were making the bill, and with some 
of them the issues involved are very 
sharp. That a sufficient number to 
carry the order has been assured is 
generally accepted, but all appreciate 
the possibility of unexpected defections, 
and all believe that the vote will be 
close. With the rule once adopted and 
a fair chance given to vote upon some 
of the disputed points, the vote for the 
bill will be larger than that for the 


order.

USES A KNIFE 
MDA RAZOR 


Would-Be Suicide at the 
Grady Hospital. 


White Man, Who Gives His 
Name as Dennis,-in Critical 
Condition — Says He Comes 
From Mobile, Where He Has 
Three Children. 


With his throat cut almost from ear to 
ear the other a white man, who gave his 
nameas John Dennis, lies atthe Grady 
hospital in a desperate condition, the 
result of an attempt to take his own 
life late Saturday night at the residence 
of J. O. Barton, a truck gardener at 
Center Hill, a suburb of Atlanta. The 
chances for his recovery are very slim, 
according to the attending physicians. 
Very little is known of the man by the 
people with whom he was living. He 
came to the home of Mr. ‘Barton about 
four weeks ago and, saying that he was 
@ gardener, was given employment on 
Mr. Barton’s truck farm. He said that 
he came from Mobile, Ala., where ie 
left his three children. His wife, he 
said, died about a year ago. 

For the past week Dennis had been 
suffering with la grippe. At 6 o'clock 
yesterday morning, the breakfast hour 
at the Bartons, Dennis was missed from 
his accustomed place at the table, and 
Knowing that he had been unwell, one 
of the family went to his room and 
knocked on the door. No reply was 
given, and the room was entered. 
Dennis was lying in bed in a pool of 
blood, gasping for breath. It was at 
first thought that he was suffering with 
a hemorrhage from the lungs, and Dr. 
L, A. Rhyne, who lives nearby, was 
called. 

Dr. Rhyne arrived quickly and saw at 
once that Dennis had attempted to take 
his own life. A razor and a knife, both 
very bloody, were later found in the 
room. The gash in his throat was about 
three inches in length, and was so deep 
that the windvipe was almost severed. 
All that saved him from instant death 
was the fact that the slash was made 
too high. The flow of blood had been 
checked by coagulation. 

After giving the wound temporary 
attention, Dr. Rhyne galled the emer- 
gency ambulance of Greenberg, Bond & 
Bloomfield, and Dennis was carried 
speedily to the operating table at Grady 
hospital. He recovered from the anes- 
thetic and stood the operation fairly 
well, but his condition is desperate, 
and he may not survive. 

According to Dr. Rhyne, Dennis must 
have cut his throat Jate Saturday night, 
as the condition of the wound indi- 
cated that several hours had elapsed 
since it was made. 

After the operation, Dennis wrote a 
short note to Dr. Rhyne, the ‘substance 
of which was: “Give me morphine. Ii 
want rest.” He is a middle-aged man, 
apparently 55 years old. Word from his 
relatives has not yet been received.

Prohibition Results in In- 
crease of Illicit Whisky.

Government Reports Great In- 
crease in Violations of the 
Internal Revenue Laws in 
North Carolina, Georgia and 
Alabama. 


Washington, April 4.—Officials of the 
internal revenue bureau of the treas- 
ury department are of the opinion that 
the temperance movement which has 
taken such strong hold of certain sec- 
tions of the country, particularly in the 


south, has resulted in increasing the 
number of violations of the 
revenue laws in the distiWlation of illicit 


whisky. : 

The records up to the first of last 
year did not show any very marked in- 
crease in the number of illicit distiller- 
les destroyed or in the number of ar- 
rests made, but recent reports clearly | 
indicate that in many of the southern; 
states, and especially in Alabama, Geor- 
gia and North Carolina, there has been 
greater activity displayed on the part 
of the mountain men, who always have 


than in many years. This is accounted 
for by the fact that the legislatures of 
these three states have enacted laws 
prohibiting distilleries from operating 
within their borders. 

Big Profits in Moonshining. 

In Aljabama the law went into effect 
on July |, 1908; in Georgia, on January 
i, 1908, and in North Carolina, January 
|, 1009. “Very many of the legitimate 
distilleries have moved their plants to 
Florida and other border states, where 
the inhibition does not exist. The fact 
that whisky is more difficult to obtain 
in a legitimate way has greatly in- 


creased the profit of illicit distilling, 
with the result that the activities of 


are largely directed towards the moun- 
tain sections of these three states. 
During the year !908 there were 1,130 
illicit stills destroyed; in 1907 there 
were 1,139, and in i906 there were 
1,376, but the returns for the nine 
months of the present fiscal year show 
a decided, increase in the number de- 
stroyed, the number 6o far reported this 
year being !.017, with the probability 
that by July ! that number will have

Tennessee and “Alabama Slim” is serv- 
ing 18 years for the Sharon “job.”

Matches Burn. 


Came to Throne in 1886 When 
Committed 


Berlin, April 14.—Unique among all 
the monarchs of the world is King 
Otto of Bavaria. For twenty-two years 
he has been king of that ancient state. 
Every official act of its government 
is done in his name. Yet not once 
in all that time has Otto himgelf ever 
known that he was king. ' 

He came to the throne in 1886, when 
his brother, the romantic Ludwig, com- 
mitted suicide by drowning himself in 
the palace lake. Ludwig was the dis- 
coverer of Wagner; he was a poet 
who tried to make the dreams of poetry 
the realities of daily Nfe. He lived 
in remote and marvelously beautiful 
castles which he had erected upon the 
crests of mountains, and was seen by 
ris people only in fitful glances dash- 
ing along through the night on a milk- 
white horse, or glittering with gold- 
inlaid armor in the moonlight like a 
second Lohengrin. In time it was ob- 
vious that his mind had altogether 
failed. He was put under the charge 
of physicians, but aped from them 
and cast himself into the lake. 

Inspired Madness. 

Mad King Ludwig may have been 
mad as a hatter or the March hare, 
but it was an insired madness to judge 
by the castics in the air he caused to 
be constructed. In architecture they 
rival the best-known palaces of Eu- 
rope. In the general harmony of the 
interior and exterior decorations, and 
the grounds surrounding them, they 
easily rank with the best. But in 1l0- 
cation they are almost unique. 

The Neueschwanstein, which is con- 
sidered one of the achievements of 
Ludwig’s madness, is exceedingly im- 
pressive as viewed from the valley be- 
ow. It perches on the rocky summit 
like some great but graceful white 
bird. A long, steep road leads up to 
the massive entrance gates. Trside, 
the decorations are in keeping with 
the massive style of the exterior, and 
with the commanding site of the build- 
ing. 

A Method tin It. 

A man mav be considered mad who 
journeys to the heart of the Bavarian 
Alps and ascending @ rocky eminence 
some 3,000 feet high tre perches one 
of the most inspiring looking palaces 
of the old world upon its bleak sum- 
mit, but to one looking from the win- 
dows of this gem of a building and 
seeing below him the magnificent view 
from such a vantage point the mad- 
ness appears excusable. 

When Ludwig died his brother Otto 
Was at once proclaimed king. But 
when the chamberlains and the other 
high officers of state bowed them- 
selves into his presence, they found 
him playing with toys as a child would 
do, and often bursting into fits of vio- 
lence. So, though he was, and still re- 
mains, the rightful king, the govern- 
ment is carried on by his uncle as 
regent and by a commission of the 
Bavarian parliament. 

The king’s malady has now taken the 
form of stupor, and his outbreaks of 
rage are very rare. There is no pros- 
ect of recovery or even of impove- 
ment: although his merely animal ex- 
istence may; continue for a long time 
yet. He is now in his sixty-first year. 
He occupies a suite of apartments the 
doors of which, as well as the outer 
door leading into the garden, are al- 
ways left open in the daytime; for the 
king, cannot bear the sight of a closed 
door. 

He seems suspicious of restraint, and 
his attendants hide as much as possi- 
ble all appearance of authority over 
his movements. 

The king is always dressed in black. 
His beard is very long and thick, and 
he will not allow it to be trimmed. He 
often- washes his hands and face, but 
can seldom be persuaded to take a full 
bath. He is extremely fond of cigar- 
ettes, and smokes more than thirty a 
day—enough of itself, one would think, 
te make him crazy and keep him so. 
Every time he ligh a cigarette he 
burns a whole box matches, and 
seems to enjoy the noise and the 
flame.

He has known her allrhis 
Hfe; she used to carry him in her 
arms when he was a baby, and it is 
touching to see how the last faint 
rays of his tading intelligence rest 
upon her alone. 

When he sees her, he calls ner name 
in a loud voice, and orders her to bring 
him a glass of beer, or whatever he 
may happen to think of; but he soon 
forgets what he has said and relapses 
into his usual state of apathy.

Thence he returned ‘to London 
to take up again the problems of the 
poor, the unemployed, the outcast and 
the slum-dweller, problems that always 
weighed most heavily upon him. More 
and more he felt that his mission was 
to these vast swarms that he saw 


about him, neglected and perishing. ° 


If he could not, as the evangelist of a 
church, labor among them, he could 
work for them on his own initiative 
and in his own way. 

His Memorable Venture. 

On that night of July 5, 1665, he made 
The old tent 
was secured and pitched in the heart 
of Whitechapel. There, with the 
crudest accessories, he began to nreach 
to crowds of unfortunates. 

The little mission began to attract 
widespread attention. Branches were 
demanded and opened in many slum 
regions. Mr. Baoth not only labored 
himself for the saving of souls, but e 
trained others in his own ‘methods. 
Soon he had a corps of assistants, 
mostly men that he himself had res- 
cued, bright, eager, wholly devoted to 
the cause, and these were preaching all 
aboyt London. The new movement 
founded and headed by William and 
Catherine Booth became, in fact, a 
church by itself. After a few years it 
began to hold conferences; by 1877 it 
was a well-known and powerful or- 
ganization called the Christian Mission. 

From this the Salvation Army was 
evolved by an accident. About Christ- 
mas time, 1877, Mr. Booth dictating to 
a secretary, used the sentence: 

“The Christian Mission is a volunteer 
army.” 

Glancing over the paper he struck 
out “volunteer” and substituted “sal- 
vation.”” Without his intention 
phrase struck fire. 

Great Organizer. 

General Booth has beybnd all doubt 
a most extraordinary faculty for or. 
ganization and leadership. 

With all his faculties still at their 
best, with his physical strength and 
vigor wonderfully maintained, General 
Booth at 80 still personally directs all 
these enormous and diversified activi- 
ties; he jis still in every sense the act- 
ual commander and inspiration of the 
great army. In every way he is the 
most impressive figure of his times. 
In power and influence, in practical 
benevolence and in point of achieve- 
ment, he stands alone. When he trav- 
els about Engiand in his white auto- 
mobile it is like a triumphal tour; the 
roads are lined, the streets blockaJjed 
with cheering crowds. Physically he 
is a memorable spectacle; his tall, erect 
form, commanding presence, white 
beard and white hair, wonderful gray 
eyes, and the whole expression of his 
face that tells of sweet and gentle 
thoughts and a boundless sympathy, 
impress and win every observer.

Within the next few weeks it is ex- 
pected an official announcement will 
come from the New York offices of J). 
Pierpont Morgan & Company, stating 
just what independent fertilizer plants 
in this state have been taken over by 
the big Independent Fertilizer Corpora- 
tion, which his syndicate is backing to 
the extent of something like $50,000,000. 
It is known now as a positive fact that 
there was held in Atlanta on last Fri- 
day a meeting between the owners of 
a number of so-called independent fer- 
tilizer factories and the representatives 
of this large eastern syndicate with a 
view to buying up the latter plants. As 
a result of this conference the rumors 
got affoat that soon an 0official an- 
nouncement would come. from New 
York city in regard to the purchases. 

In the meanwhile the fertilizer men, 
who were present at this conference, de- 
cline to discuss the matter and will not 
permit their names to be mentioned or 
Statements coming from them to be 
quoted in regard to the proposed mer- 
ger. 

All they will say is that the matter 
is now in an intangible shape and that 
nothing definite could be given out yet. 
They admit, however, an announce- 
ment of a definite nature from New 
York city is expected later. 

Those who have had occasion to deal 
in fertilizers this spring are aware that 
under surface there has been a warfare 
between certain interests, and as a re- 
sult of which thé planters have been 
able to purchase their fertilizers a 
great deal cheaper than ever before, at 
one time saving as much as $4 a ton 
on it. 

This, it is stated, was caused by ‘the 
warfare which has been carried on be- 
tween certain parties at interest and 
which thes recent conference, said to 
have been held in the convention hall 
of the Piedmont hotel, sought to rem- 
edy. 

It would appear from the conversa- 
tion of those known to have atterded 
the meeting and to be interested, that 
the result is seemingly satisfactory, and 
a definite statement to this effect is ex- 
pected soon. 

The change in the price of fertilizer 
will probably be the first indication 
that @ settlement of differences has been 
effected.

New Orleans, April 4.—After a fac- 
tional row in which several hundred ne- 
groes of New Orleans have figured more 
or less strenuously, the pastorate of the 
Plymouth Rock Baptist church will be 
officially filled tomorrow by order of 
Judge W. B. Somerville, of the civil 
district court. 

The pastorate of the church, one of 
the oldest negro places of worship in 
the south, was recently left vacant by 
the death of the Rev. Dave Young. 
There were two aspirants for the place— 
the Rev. Tom Henry and the Rev. Jim 
Reese. The Rev. Henry, declaring that 
possession was nine-tenths of the law, 
| forthwith took charge of the pulpit. 
ba this declaration he found himself 
mistaken, however, for the followers of 
the Rev: Reese got out an injunctio> 
prohfbiting the Rev. Henry from even 
entering the church, 

The court finally ordered an election, 
and it was not until early this morning 
that all,the ballots were counted, show- 
ing a bare majority of II for the Rev. 
Henry, out of several hundred votes 
cast. A police detail was stationed at 
the church during the election, and ra- 
zors were made contraband, so the chal- 
lengers had to content themselves with 
merely making cutting remarks about 
the voters of the opposing factions.

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TABLET TO BALDWIN 
UNVEILED AT TUSKEGEE 


Memorial Exercises to the Late 


W. H. Baldwin, Jr., Were 
Conducted Yesterday. 


Tuskegee, <Ala., April 4.—At 2:30 
o’clock this afternoon a memoria! tab- 
let was unveiled at Tuskegee institute 
in memory of the late William H. Bald- 
win, Jr., of New York. Mr. Baldwin up 
to the time of his death, January 23, 
1905, was a trustee of Tuskegee insti- 
tute. 

Exercises of the unveiling were very 
simple. Remarks were made by Book- 
er T. Washington, the_principal, and 
Robert C. Ogden, of New York city, 
formerly president of the board of 
trustee of Tuskegee institute. The pres- 
entation addfess was made by Os- 
wald Garrison Villard, of New York 
city. 

After Mr. Baldwin’s death an execu- 
tive committee, consisting of Theodore 
Roosevelt, Grover Cleveland, fharles W. 
Eliot, Charles Francis Adams, Jacob H. 
Schiff, Alfred T. White, Oswald Villard, 
Felix Adler, Cleveland H. Dodge, V. Ev- 
erit Macy, Adolph Ochs, Henry Kirke Por- 
ter, Thomas M. Osborne, H. M. Atkin- 
son, H. H. Hanna and J. Stanley Brown, 
was formed to create a memorial fund. 
This fund, amounting to $150,000, was 
given to Tuskegee institute on the date 
of its twenty-fifth anniversary. Of the 
sum remaining, the u:ernorial tablet was 
erected, The monument was erected by 
the labor of Tuskegee students from 
brick manufactured by them. On one 


other is a portrait in marble of William 
H. Baldwin, Jr. The principal figure is 
that of a negro laborer with  out- 
stretched arms holding laure! branches. 
The design of the monument and the 
tablet are the work of the sculptor Kar!

| THREE MEN CONVICTED 
| OF KILLING PHYSICIAN 


Earl Cotton Gets 30 Years, Tin 
Holderfield 10 Years and 
Red Hopkins 2 Years. 


Raleigh, N. C., April 4.—Arvfter being 
out all night the jury in the trial of 
three men for the murder of Dr. E. W. 
Smith, of Richmond, Va., this morning 
brought in a verdict of murder in the 
second degree against Earl Cotton, Tim 
Holderfield and E. A. Hopkins, other- 
wise known as “Red” Hopkins, young 
white man. With regard to Hopkins 
the jury recommended mercy. - Judge 
Lyon, of the superior court, sentenced 
Cotton to thirty years in the peniten- 
tiafy, the full limit, holding him as the 
leading spirit in the murder. Holder- 
fleld, because he was in the employ of 
Cotton, and because of the testimony 
that he was of good character, was 
sentenced to only ten years in the pen- 
itentiary. Red Hopkins was sentenced 
to two years. 

On the morning of November 15, 1908, 
the body of Dr. Smith was found at 
the edge of a rock quarry, in the east- 
ern suburbs of Raleigh. An investiga- 
tion developed the fact that on the 
‘night of November i4 he had been seen 
'apparenty drunk in Cotton’s cafe. Evi- 
| dence produced by the state showed that 
' Dr. Smith had been drugged to death 
| with chloroform for the purpose of ob- 
|} taining his watch, ring and diamond 
| pin. later traced to Cotton; that Hop- 
' kins furnished the chloroform; that 
| Cotton administered an overdose whica 
caused the victim’s death, and that 
Holderfield took the body in a hack to 
the rock quarry.

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Senator Taylor Wants Fair: 
Play in Tariff Legislation.

Does Not Want All the Bene- 
fits of Protection to Go to 


Washington, April 4 —(Special,.)— 
“We of the south Have been held back 
while the north has gone forward in 
the accumulation of: wealth: we have 
been powerless to prevent the rer>Alic- 
ans from applying their ‘oe ehive 
doctrine, and we have been afraid te 
demand that they should treat all sec- 
tions, including the south, fairly when 
they were running the government’on 
& protective platform,” said Ser 
Robert Love Taylor, of Tennessee, ¢ 
day. 
He thoroughly approved the position 
taken by Genator Bailey, of Texas, who 
told the republicans that if protecfion 
was to be the accepted principle in 
framing a tariff bill, the industries of 
his section should not be discriminated 
against merely because the south op- 
posed that principle. He said if the 
democrats were drawing up a bill on a 
purely revenue basis, they would not 
single out northern products to tax to 
Produce all the revenue needed to run 
the government. 

A Sectional Bill. 

In discussing the pending tariff leg- 
islation with The Constitution’s corre- 
spondent, Senator Taylor said he would 
not go into the various schedules in de- 
tail, as he was preparing a speech on 
the tariff which he would deliver in the 
senate when the bill got over to his side 
of the capitol. In outlining the course 
he would pursue in his argument, he 
said: 

“We have in the south, in Tennessee, 


tities of timber and coal and iron.

‘It would hardly seem fair to admit 
lumber free of duty, and make the saw 
mill man pay a heavy duty on every- 
thing that goes into his mill.” 

Senator Taylor is expected to say 
something interesting when he secures 
the floor and delves into the intricacies 
of the tariff bill.

GIVING FORCE TO OUR ROAD LAWS. 

One of the strongest and most newsy of the recent entries in the 
weekly journalism of Georgia is The Calhoun News, edited by J: T. McVay, 
with the business end superintended by J. R. Boaz. 

And an illuminating feature of a recent issue is the publication of the 
tentative draft of a new road law, the work of Hon. W. R. Rankin. Mr. 
Rankin is not now a legislator, but his long legislative service in the past 
constitutes him a veteran in the discussion of public affairs. 

‘rhe new law drafted by him covers several columns. Broadly, it may 
be said to provide for a simplification of the existing road laws of Georgia, 
a concentration of authority and the creation of machinery whereby the 
county will secure the largest efficiency from the change that places con- 
victs at the disposal of the road-makers of Georgia. 

Each county in Georgia could, with profit, inaugurate a revision of its 
road laws, based on the general purposes of the Rankin draft. 

Road laws all over Georgia now notoriously lack efficacy and centrali- 
zation. Authority is divided, jurisdiction is uncertain and more or less 
irresponsible, and methods for securing the enforcement of policies of re- 
pair or improvement clumsy and near obsolete. 

Unless “radically amended, these antiquated systems must lessen the 
benefits of the revolution which makes road contruction in Georgia possible 
at a minimum cost. 

The placing of nearly two thousand sturdy convicts on the trunk and 
branch highways of the state should, logically, insire to Georgia the leader- 
ship of public roads development in the south, and no man can estimate its 
value to the state. 

The desideratum will be greatly delayed in materializing, and much money 
and matédrial and time will be wasted, if the laws under which the new 
system is to operate are not given greater force and uniformity. 

It is a good sign that the question is now uppermost in the public mind 
and that such papers as The News are pointing the way. 
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HOW THE SOUTH IMPRESSES THE NATION. 


Here is the way in which the image of the south rests in the conserva- 
tive business eye of the nation; the logical and well-nigh perfect summary 
of southern conditions and the southern status is taken from The Wall 
Street Journal: 


No portion of the country has taken wiser counsel of itself 
than the south during the two years of depression through which 
the country has been passing. Fer the first time in our history, 
the south has been well-protected by reserves of money and means 
of self-help. 

Its financial institutions have demonstrated their capacity to 
endure a strain. it is no small credit to the southern banking in- 
terests to have passed thus far through a dull period with so few 
failures and so little distrust on the part of the public. 

It has begun to recover from some of the mistakes of extreme 
legislation relating to railroads. The intervening years have been 
costly to the public and to the carriers. But now compromises have 
been reached or court decisions yet to be heard from have the ques- 
tions at issue in hand. The sobering process has gone far in advance 
ne a gp conclusions and has called a halt upon ill-calculated legis- 
ation. 

Meanwhile southern factories have been building almost regard- 
less of the temporary check on manufacturing enterprise. Southern 
manufacturing is less hampered by price agreements, and therefore 
all the freer to put its quotations at a level which will bring 
business. 

Finally, southern agriculture is on a securer financial foundation 
than ever before. There are still comparatively few farmers who 
are rich, but there are many who are well to do. As they have 
prospered there has come increased ability to use capital profitably 
in the improvement of agricultural methods and a wider appreciation 
of the problems of marketing their products. 


The epitome is reproduced at length for the reason that it is of benefit 
to our own people to know the manner in which their fundamental institu- 
tions are regarded in quarters where substance and the ultimate estimate 
weigh much. 

It will require a keen guard on the demagogue, a resolute fostering of 
our own advantages, to live up to this glowing appraisal.

What the summary discloses is neither palatable nor conducive to effi- 
ciency in govérnment’and purity in politics. 

Conditions in the south, as often contended by The Constitution 
are shown to be particularly reprehensible. Contributing no electoral 
strength to the republican party, the machinery of that organization in the 
southern states is virtually the balance of power in nominating conventions. 

Just what abuses this system encourages and the evil influences it casts 
upon government and politics is strongly intimated by the summary. 

The recommendations looking toward remedial measures are also worthy 
of note by congress, irrespective of partisan affiliation. Neither democrats 
nor republicans can afford to father or to countenance the practical regula- 
tion or the threatened regulation of administrative details of government 
by men whose ability or conscientiousness is measured by their devotion to 
manipulative or machine politics. :

PERNICIOUS POLITICAL ACTIVITY — 
OF FEDERAL OFFICEHOLDERS 


(Following is a summafy of the report 
of a special committee of the National 
Civil Service Reform League, following 
an investigation of the charges of ftor- 
bidden political activity on part of fed- 
eral office-holders.) 

New York City, April 4.—(Special.)— 
Reports of undue political activity on 
the part of federal officeholders ap- 
pearing in the press of the country 
were gathered together through the aid 
of an efficient clipping bureau. These 
were examined and the persons men- 
tioned in them were written to with re- 
quests for full information, correction or 
denial. The replies were carefully in- 
spected and the most important of these 
cases were followed up by an investiga- 
tion by an assistant secretary of the 
league, on the spot. Final-drafts of our 
conclusions were submitted to all office- 
holders and political readers who were 
unfavorably involved. 

Charges of coercion of officeholders by 
the president to secure the nomination of 
a particular candidate have been inquir- 
ed into, but evidence to sustain those 
charges is wholly lacking. President 
Roosevelt's appointment lists for a con- 
siderable period were, with his permis- 
sion, examined. From those lists it 
would appear that presidential] appoinf- 
ments prior to the convention were made 
in the usual manner On the recommen- 
dation of senators, congressmen and 
others claiming the patronage of the of- 
fices involved. 

Step by Roosevelt. 

President Roosevelt took a decided 
step in advance toward checking the 
evils resulting from the activity of 
officeholders in politics by his order of 
June 3, 1907, amending the civil ser- 
vice rules by forbidding employees in 
the competitive service from taking 
part in political management or in 
political campaigns. This order was 
enforced in the last campaign. 

The official roll of delegates to the 
republican national convention at Chi- 
cago was compared with the latest 
government blue book. It was found 
that of the delegates to the Chicago 
convention federal officeholders coneti- 
tuted one in ten and of the delegations 
from the southern states nearly one 
in three, and of some southern states 
more than half. 

These officeholders were political, 
that is, outside of the jurisdiction of 
the civil service act, and in most cases 
their appointment was subject to con- 
firmation by the United States senate. 

The office holders in the south prac- 
tically control the republican party 
crganization in their respective states 
pd frequently resort to unfair means 
in order to retain their power. 

Their support is a tremendous polit- 
ical asset to any candidate fo nomina- 
tion. As the southern democratic states 
have as many votes in the republican 
pational convention as the republican 
states of equal population, under ordi- 
nary circumstances the southern dele- 
gates would control the nee of 
rower in the national convention. os

the distribution of the patronage and 
the naming of delegates to conventions. 
It is not to the interest of these office- 
holding cliques to elect republican con- 
gressmen or to bring about party 
growth and party succes, which would 
mean curtailment or loss of the con- 
trol of the patronage. 

Worst in the South. ‘ 

The conditions in regard to th« ac- 
tivity of unclassified federal office- aold- 
ers in politics are at their worst in the 
south, but throughout the country. im 
accordance with established custom, 
they are expected to be active in prima- 
ries and conventions in the interests of 
those to whom they owe their appoint- 
ment and by whose favor they are con- 
tinued in office. This leads to neglect of 
official duty and absenteeism on a large 
scale, and the government is now pay- 
ing large sums in salaries to officials 
whose main interest and activity is de- 
voted to politics, while their offices are 
left in the control of subordinates. 

The active participation by persons 
who have a personal interest at stake 
in caucuses, primaries, conventions and 
elections seriously interferes with a free 
choice of candidates by the people, and 
ik some parts of the country actually 
prevents it. The federal office-holders 
number over 300,000, of which number 
one-third are still outside the civil ser- 
vice rules. These higher officers, wield- 
ing wide political influence through 
their official positions and subject to 
possible dictation from Washington will, 
as long as they are + eagapee to take 
an active part in politics, constitute @ 
menace to free institutions. 

As the most effective and immediate 
remedies for existing conditions, the 
comittee urges: (1!) the extension by the 
president of the classified, competitive 
service to the utmost limit that the law 
allows; (2) legislation by congress per- 
mitting the classification of the officers 
whose appointment is now subject to 
confirmation by the senate, hut who per- 
form purely ministerial functions: (3) 
a clearer definition and strengtheninzg of 
the executive order governing politica! - 
activity in the unclassified service and 
the vesting of the power to investigate 
cases arising under this order in the 
civil service commission or some other 
arene independent of departmental dicta-

| THE NEXT COTTON CROP. 


| About this time of the year advice in 
regard to the area to be planted in 
cotton comes cheag, in obedience to the 
general law that when a great many 
have a surplus of any good thing, that 
thing must be either free or at most 
be sold for a very low price. The ad- 
vice costs nothing, andis therefore given 
freely to the farmers as a Class to 
plant less cotton and more provision 
crops. But the farmers cannot, or at 
any rate they will not, act as a class. 

They are too loosely connected with 
each other—scattered as they are from 
east to west, from Virginia to Texas 
and Oklahoma, and from Kentucky to 
Filorida—to keep in close touch and to 
act inconcert. There are too many of 
them to corral them, so to speak, and 
bind them to one ~-ay of thinaing and 
one way of acting. They are the most 
independent in action of any class of 
our citizens. More than once our in- 
dustrious and indefatigable: organizers 
(praise be unto them) have thought 
there would be a general reduction in 
the cotton area as a result of well 
conceived plans, eloquent appeals and 
sealed 
and delivered.” But there have always 
been enough original outsiders of the 
formal organizations, together with 
bolters from the pledges given (or as- 
sumed), to more than make up by their 
increaseg area for any reductions made 
by pleages and resolves. 

And #0 we 0, and will continue to 
go until a new generation of farmers 
shall come on the stage of action; and 
it may be that they will do as their 
fathers did. 


The economic aspect of cotton pro- 
duction is about this: (1) There “is a 
certain small number of farmer: who 
make fairly good profits when cotton 
sells for 10 cents a pound. I wili not 
undertake to say how many are in this 
class, nor what proportion of the whole 
number of cotton farmers they consti- 
tute. (2) In the next class we may {n- 
clude a much larger number who fail 
to make ends meet” at 10 cents per 
pound, “one year with another.” If 
they make an unusually good crop they 
are happy and content—to plant more 
next year. (3) A tifird class are those 
who never make any money unless they 
Sell their cotton at !2 to 15 cents a 
pound, and this they rarely ever do, 

use even when such a price is 
reached—once in a great while—they 
have no’ cotton to sell. These are the 
men who do not raise half enough corn 
to do them, no pork, no beef, no mules, 
no fruits, “‘no nothing,” but cotton on 
poor land, with high-priced (on time) 
guano, making a bale to three or more 
acres. I wish the coming census takers 
would find out how many thousands of 
actés Of land annually planted in the 
south yield at the rate of one bale to 
the acre; one bale to two acres; one 
bale to three acres; one bale to four 
acres, and so on to as low as the facts 
may reveal—say to include one bale to 
five acres and u>wards. 

I would not hesitate to include all the 
farmers who are getting one bale to 
three acres and over in the class of 
those who are growing cotton simply 
for “the fun of it.” The Only visible 
effects of their farming is the produc- 
tion of enough cotton every year—say 
three or four million bales—to keep 
down the peice so that better farmers 
can hardly live, and to keep themselves 
and families half fed, scantily clothed 
and ignorant. 

Now, it hardly needs to be affirmed 
that the farmers of the first class 
above described—-those who make a 
fair profit when cotton sells at 10 
cents—are the ones who get an aver- 
age of one bale pér acre. These farm- 
ers do not, in the aggregate or as in- 
dividual farmers, plant a very large 
area; nor do they produce more than 
a small percentage of the annual out- 
put. But they do not make any one- 
bale-to-three-acres cotton, and. their 
aim is to get a bale from every acre 
planted. These men grow corn, smali 
grain, cowpeas, clover, sorghum, po- 
tatoes, in abundance. They feed their 
surplus to good cattle, for milk and 
butter and beef; they raise plenty of 
pork; they fhave plenty of fruit and 
vegetables: raise a colt or two; have 
chickens and turkeys, etc. 

If farmers of class 2 of the above 
designation would get into class |, 
they nmrust quit planting poor. land in 
cotton or corn, raise more stock, have 
more manure, reduce area in cotton 
and make twice as much to the acre. 

What to do with the third class, I 
do not know. Most of them are 
ignorant, honest, poor white men and 
regroes. This article will not reach 
them. They do not read—bécause most 
of them can’t. Yet, in the aggregate, 
they add millions to the cotton crop 
and help to keep down the price!

Farm Correspondence. 


(1) TICK FEVER. (2) CHEAPER RA- 
TIONS FOR HORSES AND MULES. 
D. L. Baker, Fort Payne, Ala.—For 

years I’ve been taking The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, and done so largely for your 
writings on farm topics. They have 
been most helpful to me. I find the 
eminentiy practical. I like your progres- 
ive and up-to-date methods, and your 
fearless and pointed way of urging 
farmers to take hold of them. I read 
five farm papers, and still I need your 
writings. 

, I’ve two questions to ask you, please. 
1. I lost a milch cow lately. She took 

to scouring at first; yet did not  per- 

oceptibly lose her appetite. I did not 
gsive.it much heed at first, but gave her 
more roughness and less of meal. and 
hulls. In a few days she got worse, so 

I cut off ground-feed and fed corn-fod- 

der almost exclusively. 

She soon got worse and died. Since 
then I’ve thought that it might have 
been “tick fever or murran.” Since she, 
for the time of year, was infested with 
probably a dozen or more, I’m trying to 
get rid of them, also kept all off her 
when I saw them, etc. 

2. The question is: Is there a cheaper 
and a better feed for horses than corn, 
at 80 cents per bushel. Is it safe and 
practicable and economical to feed cot- 
tot seed — with hulls, also adding 

Tan, ground cowpeas, etc., to make 
balanced food, etc.? " 

Corn and oats, at present prices, are 
very expensive feeds. 

My horse will eat hulls and meal 
when bran or shorts are added. 

Answer—!. I do not think it probable 
that your ‘cow died of tick fever; first, 
because it is not usual at this season of 
the year; and, second, because the symp- 
toms described are not characteristic of 
that disease, which almost invariably be- 
gins with entire loss of appetite, high 
fever, constipation. It is more likel 
that she had some bowel or sienna 
trouble and your treatment was not cal- 
culated to relieve the condition. She 
should have been put on easily digesti- 
ble foods, such as bran mashes, scalded 
oats, etc. 

2. Yes. Home-grown oats, cowpea 
hay, alfalfa (green or as hay), corn for- 
age, Bermuda (pasture and hay). You 


may safely feed as much as two pounds 
of cotton seed meal per day to horse or 
mule weighing !,000 pounds, in place of

' NITRATE ON WHEAT. 

L. D. Favor, Franklin, Ga.—I have two 
acres of Currell’s prolific wheat. It was 
planted on November |, on fairly rich 
soil, and fertilized fairly well. It has 
now completely covered the ground, is 
six or eight inches high and looking very 
fine. I would Hike to apply nitrate of 
soda if it is not too late to do good. 
Now, how much can I use per acre to 
advantage, and how shall I apply it to 
best advantage? 

Answer—I stated in a recent article 
on the use of nitrate of soda the ques- 
tion whether to apply nitrate in spring 
to wheat or other small grain sown in 
the tall, and how much to the acre 
would dependor answer largely, if not 
entirely, on the quantity and composi- 
tion of the fertilizer applied in the fall 
when, the grain was sown. If a well- 
balarfced ammoniated fertilizer was ap- 
plied in the fall in liberal quantity it 
may not be expedient.to apply nitrate in 
the spring. The appearance of the plants 
is als6 a good guide. If the blades are 


'muriate of 


broad and long and of dark green color 
no nitrate will be required. If, on the 
contrary, the plants are of light green 
or yellowish green color and not par-— 
ticularly vigorous, the indication is for 
a nitrate top-dressing, say, from 50 to 
75 pounds -per acre, applied when the 
plants have started for the ground, say, 
from ist to 18th of March. I doubt if 
it would pay to nitrate your wheat 50 
late as this date, looking so well as you 
say it looks (March 31).

2. I want to know what state my oats 
should be in to topdress them with 
nitrate of soda. 

Answer—!. A mixture of '!,000 pounds 
of 16 per cent acid, 500 pounds of cot- 
ton seed meal and 500 pounds of kainit 
would analyze close to phosphate, 8.62; 
nitrate, 1.75; potash, 3.50, which is 
about the same, relatively ag 10—2—4, 
but about one-sixth lower grade, and 
will do just as well, provided you ap- 
ply one-fifth more per acre than you 
would of the 10—2—4. Why do you not 
use formula No. 2 that I have go often 
recommended and published, to-wit: 

1,000 pounds of !4 peg cent acid (or 
875 pounds of 16 per cent acid); 671! 
pounds cotton seed meal; 74 pounds mu- 
riate of potash (or 296 pounds of kainit) 
—for cotton on old upland. 

Using the !6 per cent acid, the above 
would analyze about 9—2.7—2.7 (using 
also muriate), but would fall to about 
8—2.5—-2.5 if kainit be used instead of 
muriate, and you would have to use 
about one-eighth more to the acre. 

But you say you think your land 
“needs no ammonia.” If you think so, 
why do you use cotton meal, which 
contains 7 per cent of nitrogen, equiv. 
a ee 8.40 per cent ammonia.

KAINIT VS. COMMON SALT. BEG- 
GAR-WBHED SEED.

Salt 
can be bought for about one-half that 
is packing house salt, the cost of kainit 
What is the difference in the value 
as a fertilizer and what amount of 
salt should be used?

Answer—There is quite a wide anr es- } 
sential difference between kainit and 
common salt. The latter is more or 
less pure chloride of sodium and con- 
tains nothing needed by plants or that 
is available ag plant food, unless such 
has been added to it from using it in 
Salting meat—which amounts to almost 
nothing.

per cent of potash; so that average 
121-2 per cent 
of potash, which gives it value as a 
fertilizer. Kainit, ' however, contains 
about (!-3 of its weight of common 
salt and several other things of no val- 
ue as plant food. Common salt some- 
times produces good results when ap- 
plied to the soil ag a result of some 
chemical changes induced by it. Bur 
it is not considered as a plant food 
or fertilizer. Beggar-weed seed can be 
had of most large dealers in seeds. 

NANKEEN OR NANKIN COTTON. 

J. A. Manning, Valley Head, Ala.—I 
send you a sample of cotton of which 
I found too small bolls in my field two 
years ago. I planted the seed the 
next year. The frost killed all but 
two stalks. These did fairly well. Do 
you think it has any more value than 
white cotton? What kind of cotton 
is it? I will inclose stamp far reply. 
Please tell me what you think of it. 

Answer—The cotton sent is known 
as Nankin, or Nankeen cotton, with 
which most farmers were familia: 
“before the war.’’ Owing to its dinsy 
brown color many old-time cotton 
‘planters required their negro slaves to 
plant this variety in their private 
“patches,"’ instead of white-linted cot- 
ton, for the obvious (perhaps) reason 
that “poor negro” could not forage on 
“old marster’s’’ coton field, or cotton 
house, without great danger of being 
caught, since the product of these lit- 
tle private patches must be brought 
finally to the ginhouse to be ginned 
and packed into one or more bales and 
sold for account of the negroes. In 
this’ way the old-time slave darkey 
was able to get his “Christmas money,” 
ranging in amounts to each from $50 
to $650 worth. 

The Nankin cotton has no merit that 
is recognized. The mills don't want 
it. The fiber is short and weak and 
the yield per acre is inferior. Don’t 
“fool” with it. There are algo red, 
blue and green cottons—usually for- 
eign and non-desirable varieties. 


“MADE OLAY BOTTOM LAND” IN 
H. A. G., Behtton, Miss.—_I have a bot- 
tom of “made” clay land that has 
been in cultivation for many years, 
that: I wish to plant in corn: will 
you please give me, in your opinion, 
the best method of cultivating, includ- 
ing preparation of soil, kind and amount 
of manure; time to apply it; at what 
stage would you “lay it by?’ Would 
it be amiss to a ycotton seed at 
Planting time? at distanee would 
you have the corn each way? 
Answer—Your description of the land 
does not reveal any conditio calling 
for special treatment in preparation, 
different from what is customary on
